The history celebrated 
New Year's Day at Fort 
George was 200 years in the 
making, the event itself 
hatched two years ago. 

Lieutenant Governor 
David Onley told the crowd 
gathered at Fort George 
Sunday it was discussed two 
years ago that Niagara-on- 
the-Lake would be the 
appropriate place for his 
New Year's Levee for 2012, 
which would celebrate 200 
years of peace. 

And it was a crowd—the 
6,000 square-foot tent erect¬ 
ed for the event was jam- 
packed, with police estimat¬ 
ing the crowd at 2,500 to 
3,000 people. 

Organizers had been 
unsure what to expect, with 
preparations for 1,000, and 
the hope that it could be 
double that amount, but the 
presence of the Lieutenant 
Governor was definitely the 
drawing card, said Regional 
chair Gary Burroughs, whose 
office helped co-ordinate the 

It was also promoted as 
the kick-off to 1812 bicenten¬ 
nial celebrations, with the 
levee the first official event.

people of good will, says Lieutenant Governor at levee

Although the event was 
biUed as the Lieutenant 
Governor's annual Levee, 
Burroughs and Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke took part in the 
two-and-a-half hour 
reception line at the offi¬ 
cers' quarters, and shared 
in the toasts. 

Burroughs greeted many 
locals, but there were also 
people from the other side 
of the border—some of 
whom were apologetic for 
being Americans, given the 
history that was being cele¬ 
brated—visitors from 
Britain, and many who had 
driven from Toronto and 
further just for the day. 

While dignitaries were 
shaking hands as visitors 
made their way along the 
slowly-moving line, people 
inside the tent were eating 
and drinking. 

"We missed the party," 
said Burroughs, who earli¬ 


er in the day, as the fire was 
lit in the officers' quarters 
and supplies set out, was 
concerned that the gigantic 
tent might seem empty. 

That wasn't the case, and 
the overwhelming atten¬ 
dance might be an indica¬ 
tion of what can be expect¬ 
ed from future bicentennial 
events, he said. 

The Regional chair and 
the Lord Mayor both wore 
their chains of office, but 
they were adorning 1812 
period costumes, a depar¬ 
ture from the norm for the 
local politicians, but one 
that will likely be repeated 
at future events. 

Burroughs was not 
dressed to represent a spe¬ 
cific person in history, but 
rather, with his background 
as the owner of the historic 
Oban Inn, as a hotelier. 

His jacket was represen¬ 
tative of a day-time event, 
he said—he will be don¬ 
ning something more for¬ 


mal for future evening cel¬ 
ebrations. 

"We were supposed to be 
residents, not military," 
said Burroughs. 

"It was fun—it felt great. 
My sister was an actress, 
and I think I must have a 
litde bit of acting in my 
blood." 

Also acting a part was 
former Brock University 
history professor Wesley 
Turner. He adopted the 
persona of Ralfe Clench, 
who fought at Queenston 
Heights during the War of 
1812, was captured by the 
Americans in 1813 and 
released at the end of the 

Turner addressed the 
crowd as Clench might 
have Jan. 1, 1812, saying 
that despite rumours of dis¬ 
loyalty in the province, the 
Lincoln militia were loyal, 
as were their families and 
"all the good citizens" of 
Niagara. 


"We don't know what the 
year will bring, the scourge 
of war or the blessings of 
peace," he said, "but we 
hope and pray" the two 
governments would be able 
to negotiate an end to their 
differences. 

But by New Year's Day 
200 years ago "events were 
already in motion that 
would change our nation 
forever," said Onley. 

"In a world that is frac¬ 
tured by old adversaries 
and by hatred, we should 
hope these ceremonies 
demonstrate that adversar¬ 
ies can become allies, that 
foes can become friends, 
and that peace is truly 
attainable to people of good 
will." 

Ultimately, he said, 
bicentennial events will 
celebrate 200 years of peace 
between two great nations, 
who share the same values 
in addition to a shared bor¬ 
der.

Some weeks ago, Catling 
said he received a request 
from somebody in London 
for his mailing address.

Royal invitation to Buckingham Palace 
takes local Dickens fan by surprise

Ten years later, he and 
about 20 members read, dis¬ 
cuss and occasionally enact 
the novels of Charles 
Dickens, meeting the sec¬ 
ond Tuesday of the month at 
the NOTL Public Library. 

But when he picked up 
his mail last week and found 
a very official-looking enve¬ 
lope marked with the royal 
insignia, sent by Royal Mail 
from Buckingham Palace, he 
didn't make the connection. 

He soon discovered that 
his passion for Dickens had 
led to an invitation to a 
reception at Buckingham 
Palace to be given by Queen 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip 
to mark the bicentenary of 
the birth of the distinguished 
British author. 

The invitation, issued by 
the Master of the Household 
"at her Majesty's command," 
includes directions regard- 


ingsecurity, correspondence 
and dress. 

"It calls for a lounge suit 
or day dress. I had no idea 
what that meant," said 
Catling. 

So off he went to a local 
men's wear store, where he 
was told that calls for a black 
suit, which he purchased for 
the occasion. 

His wife Margaret will 
accompany him to England, 
but isn't sure whether she 
will be allowed to attend the 
reception—the invitation 
doesn't specify that he can 
bring a guest. 

"There must be lots of us 
in the same situation, won¬ 
dering about that," said 
Catling, who has emailed 
"the Master of the 
Household" to ask about 
Margaret. 

"I'd really like her to be 
there with me."

John and Brenda Strecker 
wanted to be able to hit the 
dance floor with confidence, 
but when they first tried 
ballroom dance classes, they 
found them to be a touch 
intimidating—a litde too 
formal for their liking. 

But then they discovered 
Herb Schoss and his 
Ballroom Basics at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake com¬ 
munity center. 

"He has a really nice man¬ 
ner about him.

The email response was 
overwhelming. Many peo¬ 
ple were looking out for 

Now the tale became 
strange: on Dec. 28 a call 
came: a neighbour had 
seen Mickey. Incredibly he 
was just around the comer. 

With my friend’s son 
helping, we wrestled him 
into her car. But why was 
this usually friendly cat so 


hostile? 

Once home, he huddled 
under a bed. Poor Mickey 
seemed to be in shock. 
Nevertheless I sent jubi¬ 
lant emails to say Mickey 


Then, puzzled by his 
behaviour, we examined 
him more carefully. Black 
and white. Check. Black 
spot under chin. Check. 
Black and white legs. No. 
The all black legs were 
wrong. He was definitely 
an imposter. The abducted 
cat was speedily returned, 
with apologies. 

Another call, this time 
an eerie one, came from 
Ken at Animal Control. It 
seemed that a deceased 
black and white cat in a 
box had been left in his 
driveway.

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Sequel to story about popular French teacher and sexual charges he faced 


Recent informa- 
► tion came as a 
surprise 


A couple of months 
ago, I received an email 
from former French 
teacher Jask Ramburn, 
who had his world upside 
down in 2009 when he 
was charged with four 
counts of sexual assault 
by Toronto police. 

He had been a popular 
teacher, spending most 
of his career at Niagara 
District Secondary 
School, where, over the 
years, he made 21 trips 
overseas and five to 
Quebec with his NDSS 
students. 

But when he retired 
from the local school 
board, the St. Catharines 
husband and father of 
two adult sons decided to 
take a job at a Toronto 
private school, where he 
had taught for eight years, 



charges had had on his

staying in Toronto three 
nights a week, when he 
was charged. The charges 
did not involve a student 
or his position as a teach¬ 
er, he said. 

When Mr. Ramburn 
got in touch with me in 
November, it was to ask if 
the website stories about 
the charges could be 
removed. The charges 
had been dropped in 
June, 2011, he said. Later, 
he came to see me to talk 
about the impact those 


proceedings—not unusu¬ 
al in cases of sexual 
assault, when the goal is 
to protect the victim’s 
identity, especially if 
underage—he wouldn’t 
talk about the details of 

But he did say that 
although when the charg¬ 
es were dropped he was 
happy for an end to the 
ordeal, he didn’t get his 
day in court to tell his 
side and his innocence 
was never proven, nor 
was it reported in the 
press as the charges had 

Imagine my surprise 
when I checked my phone 
messages during the hol¬ 
idays to find one from a 
Toronto detective telling 
me that Mr. Ramburn had 
actually pleaded guilty 
and been given a three- 
month conditional sen- 


It took a few phone 
calls to get to the bottom 
of the story, which is this, 
from the office of the 
crown prosecutor: Mr. 
Ramburn pleaded guilty 
to the lesser charge of 
assault and all other 
charges were withdrawn 
at the request of the 
crown. He was given a 
three-month conditional 
sentence, which included 
house arrest, and 21 
months of probation. 
Among the conditions of 
his probation is that he 
have no contact with any¬ 
one under the age of 12 
unless in the company of 
an adult. 

Mr. Ramburn was tell¬ 
ing me the truth when he 
said the sexual assault 
charges were dropped. 
He neglected to mention 
the rest of the story, how¬ 
ever, and the court docu¬ 
ment I read on the inter¬ 
net—obviouslynotalways 
an accurate source of 


information—also men¬ 
tioned only the sexual 
assault charges that were 


Do I need to report 
this? Yes. The informa¬ 
tion in the Advance story 
was not incorrect, but it 
was definitely incom¬ 
plete. 

I was, to say the least, 
disappointed. I have 
known Mr. Ramburn for a 
long time. He taught my 
kids at NDSS, as he likely 
taught many of yours. 
Students and parents 
liked him, and were hor¬ 
rified to hear the charges. 
Many, including me, were 
relieved to know that they 
had been dropped. When 
he sat for more than an 
hour one morning in my 
office, very emotional as 
he talked about the dam¬ 
age that had been done 
to his life by those charg¬ 
es, and by their reporting 
in many newspapers— 
which did not follow up 
with news of the resolu¬ 


tion of the case—I felt his 
anguish and wanted to 
help. 

This week, he said he 
did not intend to deceive 
when he omitted the sec¬ 
ond part of his story. He 
had been told by his law¬ 
yer not to mention any¬ 
thing other than the sex¬ 
ual charges being 
dropped, and to him, that 
was all that mattered. 

"I was not deceptive at 
all,” he said. “The four 
charges were dropped. 
I’m not trying to deceive 
anybody.” 

It was never his inten¬ 
tion to hide anything, he 
said. “I was just following 
the advice of my lawyer.” 

Mr. Ramburn says he 
is less concerned about 
his reputation than he is 
about the toll the last two 
years has taken on his 
marriage and his family, 
his sons and grandchil- 

“That is my main pre¬ 
occupation now.”

many diseases, including 
diabetes. 

But knowing a little bit 
about exercise and what will 
be the most helpful, rather 
than tackling one of the 
many programs without 
expert advice, will ensure 
you get “the best bang for 
your buck,” says Dr. Brown. 

Whatever time people 
manage to put aside to 
incorporate exercise into 
their daily schedules, they 
may as well get as much 
benefit from that time as 
possible, he says. 

Dr. Brown, a neurology 
professor at McMaster 
University who also runs an 
MS clinic in Thunderbay in 
his semi-retirement, has 
extensive experience with 
studies of aging both in 
Canada and the US. 

And while he works out 
himself, an average of 30 to 


40 minutes a day, he says, “I 
like to observe people.” 

While aerobics are impor¬ 
tant for cardiovascular 
health, they won’t contrib¬ 
ute as much to weight loss or 
muscle strength as a resis¬ 
tance training program that 
targets all muscles, building 
muscle mass and strength 
that will help improve stabil¬ 
ity, flexibility and balance 
and lessen the risk of falls. 

“Most people are left to 
their own devices—they 
know exercise is good for 
them, but what exercise, 
how much, and for what rea¬ 
sons—those are important 
things to know to get the 
most benefit." 

You also have to keep 
challenging yourself—the 
more you put into it, the 
more you get out of it, and 
the fitter you will be, he says. 
As your body becomes

accustomed to your routine, 
you need to keep adding to 
it—more weights in resis¬ 
tance training, and walking 
or jogging further and faster 
for cardiovascular health. 

“What you achieve is 
directly related to how much 
effort you put into it.” 

And the more muscles 
that are involved in whatever 
program you choose, the 
better the outcome, he says. 

Cross-country skiing is 
one exercise he advocates— 
it uses just about every mus¬ 
cle in the body, he says, with 
litde risk of injury. 

"The downside is you

more efficient than those 
designed just for walking or 
running, he says, which 
don’t develop the core mus¬ 
cles which are so important 
for balance. 

"All the benefits of exer¬ 
cise, including weight loss, 
are directly related to how 
engaged you r muscles are. 

An optimal training pro¬ 
gram would involve working 
out at least five days a week 
at a “substantial intensity,” 
which he describes as being 
able to carry on a conversa¬ 
tion but at the end of the 
session, you would know 
you’ve been working out.

involved the moving of a 
little white church, built in 
1862, from its second rest¬ 
ing place in Queenston to 
what should be its final 
home.

The new year also 
brought a shake-up at the 
town hall - first we learned 
that Scott Tipping, the head 
of corporate services was 
gone, and not long after, the 
rumour that he wouldn't be 
the only one was substanti¬ 
ated with the departure of 
planning director Stephen 
Bedford. Although little was 
said officially about their 
disappearance, it was sur¬ 
mised it was to help fulfill 
the promise of a more 


approachable, welcoming 
attitude at the town under 
the leadership of town 
administrator Mike 
Galloway and newly-elected 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke. 

Also in January, we saw 
the down-to-business cam¬ 
paigning of Conservative 
leader Tim Hudak and 
NOTL/Niagara Falls/Fort 
Erie candidate George Lepp, 
who hoped to overturn a 
provincial Liberal govern¬ 
ment and local incumbent 
Kim Craitor.

Years after we first heard that 
there were problems in Niagara- 
on-the-Green, residents again 
came to council asking for help. 
The issue that surfaced in 
February came about because a 
developer was hoping to recon¬ 
figure the next phase of the sub¬ 
division. That discussion at 
council brought out a storm of 
angry neighbours whose dream 
community has been turned 
into a living nightmare, they 
said, with a long list of aggrava¬ 
tions created by an increasing 
number of students renting 
houses in what was intended to 
be a family community. 

Councillors separated neigh¬ 
bourhood problems from future 
development by creating a task 
force to meet with residents. 
Progress has been made, with 
one positive step a creation of 
parking bylaws to control the 
number of cars on the street, 
meetings that include Niagara 
College representatives and a 
noise bylaw that would help 
police when called to quell noisy 
student parties. 

In March, we saw the begin¬ 
ning of a new garbage contract, 
including brand new white and 
green trucks to collect waste and 
recycling. Although our bag 
limit has been reduced to one, 
we can put out all our recycling 
every week, with the result, the 
region said recently, ofincreased 
recycling that's good for the 
environment and the economy. 

Also in March, a renovated 
facility for Newark Neighbours 
re-opened with a fresh new look, 
and a reminder that although 
NOTL is considered an affluent 
community, there are still peo¬ 
ple in need, and volunteers who 
look after them with the help of 
generous residents. 

But perhaps the biggest 
splash of news for the year came 
at the end of March, with the 
long-anticipated, on-schedule 
opening of our new community 
centre. It is amazing, as expect¬ 
ed, well-used by individuals and 
community groups, and the best 
news of all - the fundraising 
team exceeded its goal, with 
money left over to help fund 
some extras for all ages. 

In April, we learned the 
results of the longest environ¬ 
mental hearing ever held in 
Ontario - a full year after closing 
arguments about the use of the 
Queenston dock by the jet boat 
operation. 

The Minister of Natural 
Resources agreed with the hear¬ 
ing chair, that a two-storey 
building cannot be constructed

to replace the century-old office 
that had been tom down. While 
the jet boat operation resumed 
last season, it continued to oper¬ 
ate without the facility that was 
planned. 

Also in April the community 
came to the aid of a young man 
from Mumbai, India, who had 
come to NOTL to study with a 
culinary school that was shut 
down by the province, and never 
re-opened. Obadia Sahu was 
able to stay in Niagara and con¬ 
tinue his studies a Niagara 
College student, but many oth¬ 
ers were forced to return home 

As the daffodils bloomed, a 
new Garden of Hope was cele¬ 
brated, this one at the recently- 
opened Virgil Firehall. To help 
celebrate were Darlene and Rich 
Hoadley and their family, all 
hoping that Rich would survive 
his cancer that was aggressively 
being treated in Hamilton. The 
outpouring of support from the 
community for the Hoadleys 
was proof of the widespread and 
high regard held for Rich, but 
wasn't enough to save him - by 
summer, the town was united in 
its grief over the loss of one of its 
most beloved citizens. 

But the daffodils were accom¬ 
panied by a fierce wind at the 
end of the month, that brought 
down hundreds of trees and 
caused damage to roofs, sheds, 
fences and vehicles. 

The NOTL Lawn Bowling 
Club celebrated its opening the 
beginning of May, but without 
the gazebos that were intended 
to provide shade for the season 


- they too were destroyed in the 
strong winds. 

May also saw the beginning 
of a new term of federal parlia¬ 
ment, this time with a slim 
majority for the Conservatives, 
and MP Rob Nicholson back in 
government to lead his Niagara 

There was local disappoint¬ 
ment when Twenty Bees, the 
winery that came about as the 
result of an imaginative and dar- 


taken over by Diamond Estates, 
but it was good news in May 
when the province announced 
it was investing $700,000 in the 
facility's expansion. 

Last spring we first heard 
about the Virgil Business 
Association's plans to build a 
splash pad for Virgil families to 
enjoy. The VBA pledged finan- 
cM support last May, and this 
fall we learned that the town is 
also supporting the project, 
which could end up to be a 
$l-million park by the time it's 
finished, with help from upper 
levels of government. 

The VBA support came as it 
planned its annual May long- 
weekend stampede, which, with 
some new crowd-pleasing 
events, was again a success. 
However a need to ramp up 
regional attendance of the event 
led to discussions of a three-day 
opening, which was approved 
for 2012 - a first in a history of 
more than 40 years for the event 
which has always been closed 
on Sundays.

Also in May, the Shaw 
Festival opened its 50th sea¬ 
son to critical acclaim. The 
end of the season brought 
news of financial success 
aided by sold-out perfor¬ 
mances of My Fair Lady, and 
news of the retirement of 
executive director Colleen 
Blake. 

In June, the town began 
discussions about a contract 
with an animal control ser¬ 
vice, leaving residents to 
fear the popular and highly- 
respected duo of Ken and 
Kea Reid might be replaced. 
While the couple constantly 
go above and beyond their 
job description, town staff 
saw the need for an open 
tendering process. Although 
the Reids kept their job in 
the end, it has been a diffi¬ 
cult process that led to 
financial challenges for 
them, and brought the com¬ 
munity out to support them, 
including raising financial 
support. 


It was throughout June 
that we learned of the ongo¬ 
ing struggle to control the 
C-difficile outbreak within 
Niagara Health system hos¬ 
pitals. Already dealing with 
public distrust due to many 
concerns, including long 
wait times and closure of 
emergency rooms and other 
departments, this seemed 
the final straw - residents 
were delaying seekinghealth 
care out of fear of going to 
local hospitals. 

It would be many months 
and too many deaths before 
the outbreak was declared 
over, and in the meantime 
the province made the 
aggressive move of stepping 
in to take control of the 
health system, dismissing 
its board of directors. We 
still don't know what actions 
will be taken, but there is 
talk of breaking up what has 
long been considered an 
unwieldy system that may 
be too large to manage 
effectively. 

July brought reminders 



of how generous locals are 
with their time. The Friends 
of Fort George organized yet 
another amazing Canada 
Day celebration; we learned 
of a Dock Area couple who 
are trying to help educate 
the public about the history 
of their neighbourhood; an 
NOTLbusinessman involved 
in patient transport pur¬ 
chased an old car - a 1925 
Chevy convertible - to offer 
rides to seniors in nursing 
homes and hospitals around 
the region; and the commu¬ 
nity helped raise money for 
new playground equipment 
for Crossroads and for 
Niagara Nursery School 
when they opened in 
September. 

We also learned that 
thanks to a cash infusion 
from the town, the subsi¬ 
dized shuttle service would 
stay in business until the 
end of the year; that the jet 
boat crew saved the life of 
someone who fell into the 
gorge - just one of several 
rescue missions they con¬ 
duct every year; and that 
Starbucks would be opening 


on Queen Street. 

We heard that Fire Chief 
Ken Eden was retiring, that 
bylaw supervisor Randy 
Berg was gone along with 
planning director Stephen 
Bedford, and that a drop-in 
centre for youth was open at 
the community centre. Also, 
that a hot, sunny summer 
made the peach season one 
to celebrate, and that 
Palatine Winery was releas¬ 
ing an 1812 white and red 
wine, with a portion of the 
proceeds to help finance 
bicentennial celebrations. 

Mid-August, theChamber 
of Commerce held its first 
ever 'flash-mob' dinner, 
inspired by a Paris event. 
The Diner en Blanc was held 
on Queen Street, which was 
closed to traffic, with about 
400 residents dressed in 
white taking their packed 
dinners to dine at elegant 
settings on the main street. 

Perhaps the best news of 
the year was the success of 
three local lifeguards when 
they quickly responded to 
an emergency situation at 
the Memorial Park pool.

company and what it can 
offer the town will likely be 
discussed early in the new 
year. It was expected some 
service could be up and run¬ 
ning by March. 

Jim Smith was chosen as 
the volunteer of the year, 
finally recognized for more 
than30yearsof repairing and 
maintaining the landmark 
clock tower at the Queen 
Street cenotaph. 

Also in November council 
debated the future of the old 
community centre site and 
the lawn bowling green on 
Regent Street. Councillors 
agreed to the Platoff Street 
redevelopment for residen¬ 
tial use but held off on Regent 
to give the Niagara 
Foundation time to come up 
with a plan - Foundation 
members want a peace gar¬ 
den to recognize the bicen¬ 
tennial. 

The last month of the year 
brought another stellar 
Candlelight Stroll, this one to 
raise money for computer 


equipment for a local blind 
girl, and another first-class 
Christmas parade. It also 
brought good news of a zero- 
increase budget, at least for 
the town's portion, and coun¬ 
cil approval of rezoning for 
the Romance Inn proposed 
for Randwood Estate, despite 
fears of neighbours that it will 
negatively impact their qual¬ 
ity of life. 

Although the year ended 
with still no snow, the town
